But it dies not exist, nor *voul 1 
the stcret baliot Lflord the remedy if it 
did. 
The test of a law is when' it is 


brought in contact with the actual fraufl 
it U supposed to correct. Now it happens 
that we have excellent evidence on this 
point, ia the election held in Mootanaii 
1S39, 
after tbe terriory had been admitted
